Isaac N. Perry has withdrawn his ac- 
ceptance of the Presidency of the South- 
ern Trust and Banking company of New 


ganize and become President of a new 
bank, the National Bank of Commerce. 
The bank will be started as soon as pos- 
sible with a capital of $2,000,000 and sur- 
plus of probably $600,000, already practical- 
ly subscribed. Application was sent to the 
Controller of the Currency last night for 
permission to organize the bank. 

This step is the outgrowth of a convic- 
tion on the part of a number of business- 
men that the consolidation of bariks has 
gone too far in removing institutions that 
were vital to the welfare of the city, and 
that an tnviting field for the investment 
of fresh capital in banking is thus opened. 


Surprise to Banking Circles. 

Associated with Mr. Perry in this new en- 
terprise are Norman W. Harris, Bernard A. 
Eckhart, Edward Hines, Azel F. Hatch, 
and La Verne W. Noyes. They are named 
as incorporators in the application to the 

he announcement of Mr. Perry's chan 

of plans will be a’great surprise in antes 
eireles, as his acceptance of the Presidency 
of the New Orleans bank was supposed to 
be final. His resignation as Vice President 
of the Continental National Bank ten days 
ago to take the opening offered him at New 
Orleans paved the way in an unexpected 
manner for the establishment of a new na- 
tional bank in Chicago. 

Several days ago Mr. Perry was talking 
with a group of men when some one asked 
him why he went to New Orleans instead of 
remaining in Chicago and organizing a new 
bank, for which the field seemed to be ex- 
cellent. He replied that he was not ac- 
customed to~offering himself to serve in po-

As far as the work has gone—and it is now 
at a point where success seems assured— 
the steps toward organizing have taken just 
forty-eight hours. Most of the capital re- 
quired has been pledged, but so quickly has 
everything been done that the names of the 
other backers of the project could not be 
learned. 

‘Need of More Banks. 

(That $2,000,000 of capital can be raised for 
the establishment of a new national bank 
shows that capitalists are assured there is 
a safe field for the investment of money in 
this direction and reweals the public senti- 
ment that more banks are needed to accom- 
modate the rapidly growing business of 


Mr. Eckhart, whois closely associated with 
Mr. Perry in the organization of the new 
bank, made the following statement regard- 
ing it: 

“We believe the extraordinary financial, 
commercial, and manufacturing growth of 
Chicago warrants the’establishment of an- 
other national bank to care the husiness 
adequately. I think the recent mergers leave 
room for another nationa] bank and that it 
will be an assured success, . 

‘In Chicago, with its population of 2,000,- 


now have only six national banks in the heart 
of the business district. The consolidation

Location Still Undecided. 

“m@he location of the bank has not been de- 
termined on yet, nor the exact date when it 
will start. It is expected by the men who are 
organizing it that it may be ready in thirty, 
or at least sixty; days.. Attention is called 
to the fact that recent consolidations leave 
several good locations vacant. 

’ That two of the men who are most active in 

the formation of the new bank have been 
identified with other institutions in the past 
makes the startirig the more _ significant. 
Mr. Eckhart is a director of the Metropolitan 
National, which is to be absorbed by the 
First National Bank on May 31. He prob- 
ably would not have become interested in 
any new bank had the Metropolitan retained 
its individuality. 

Mr. Perry for eleven years was Vice Presi- 
dent of the Continental National Bank, and 
undoubtedly had a great deal to do with the 
wonderful growth of that institution. He 
resigned as Vice President with every ex- 
pectation of going to New Orleans. The 
negotiations which were begun immediately. 
after his retirement for consolidation of the 
Continental and the Commercial National 
will lessen the number of national banks in 
the down-town djstrict by one more, if they 
are concluded, and emphasize the conditions 
already existing. 

Within the last two years the national 
banks that have withdrawn from business in 
Chicago by consolidation with other institu- 
tions are the Union, the America, the North- 
western, the Merchants’, and the Metropol- 


itan, 
_ Permit from State Auditor.

DIRECTORS CUT OFF $54,000 EX- 
.PENSE FOR REST OF YEAR. 


Hours for Reading Shortened, Number 
of Deliveries Reduced—Many Em- 
ployes to Be ‘Dismissed and All Oth- 
ers Required to Take Thirty Days’ 
Vacation Without Pay—Evening 
Closing Rule, Except in Branches— 

‘Civil Service Commission May Object 


Expenses of the Public Library were re- 
duced nearly $7,000 a month by action taken 
by the Board of Directors yesterday after- 
noon. The change takes effect tomorrow 
morning and is the result of warning recently 
sent to the board by Controller McGann. | 

By the deduction of $54,000 from the operat- 
ing expenses for the remaining eight months 
of the year 25 per cent of the working service 
has been cut off and the number of book de- 
liveries cut in half for each week and the 
hours in which patrons of the library can se- 
cure books have been reduced. 

Vacations for Employes. 

None of the employés will receive an in- 
crease in salary and all are compelled to take 
thirty days’ vacation without pay. Some 
who are under civil service will lose their 
positions entirely. The rules of the Board 
of Directors were changed to such an ex- 
tent that these employés could be discharged 
without. violating the civil service laws. 
Some of the board, however, thought that 
they might have gome trouble with the Civil 
Service commission, and a committee will 
wait upon the commissioners in regard to the 
matter, 

After May 1 the Public Library proper will ‘|. 
not be open after 6 o’clock in the evening. 
The library will be open from 9 o’clock in the 
morning until 6 o’clock in the afternoon. 
Up to this time any one could secure a book 
until 10 o'clock at night. 


Three Deliveries a Week. 

All the branch libraries will have the morn- 
ing service éntirely cut off and one hour 
at night. They will open at noon and close 
at 9 p.m. There will be but three deliveries 
of books to the branches a week instead of 
six. People who go to the branch libraries 
after this and ask for a book in the morn- 
ing will not receive it until iwo or three 
days later, while now they can often secure 
it the same day, 

Librarian Hild said that the public would 

not receive the service that it had been re- 
ceiving, but he thought that it would be 
good service for the money expended, 
‘** We were told that we must cut our.ex- 
_penses anid we have labored hard and for 
some time to make the right reductions,”’ 
said he. 

Secretary Wickersham said the revenues 
of the library had been crippled by the new 
revenue law last year and that they had 
received orders from the Controller. to re- 
duce the expenge, 

“We have done it to the best of our abil- 
ity, keeping in mind the purpose of the 
library,’ said Mr. Wickersham,

Seven Out of Eight in Two Blocks Vic-

. The Hyde Park dog poisoner is doing his 
work thoroughly and well. Out of eight dogs 
that yelped and barked and wagged their 
tails along Cornell avenue, between Fifty- 
first and Fifty-third streets, three weeks 
ago only ones left, and that is under the care 
of a physician, with grave doubts of its re- 
covery.

The dining-car turned completely. over and 
rolled down a ten-foot embankment, and two 
coaches were thrown clear off the right-of 
way. Traffic was resumed tonight.

Cut Off from Communication.

RATES FOR BOARD RAISED. 


Alarmed by the constantly more active 
preparations of the United States govern- . 
ment for a sweeping investigation of the 
workings of the alleged beef trust, the pack- 
ers have retained special counsel to prepare 
their defense in the approaching crisis. 

John’ Miller of the law firm of Peck, 
Miller & Starr,. and former Corporation 
Counsel, was engaged yesterday to act in 
that capacity. Mr. Miller, with Louls C. 
Krauthoff, counsel for Armour & Co.; A. H. 
Veeder, counsel for Swift & Co.; and James 
F. Meagher, counsel for the G. H. Hammond 
Packing company, will have charge of the 
defense in the injunction proceedings about 
to be begun in the United States Court. 
Despite their denials, the packers and their 
attorneys have been holding conferences 
daily. Their employment of some of the best 
legal talent obtainable indicates the serious 
view they take of the intention of Attorney 
General Knox to probe their business 


dealings. 


Prosecution Also May Get aia. : 

It also was announced that the Depart- 
ment of Justice had been considering the 
employment of additional counsel to assist 
United States Attorney Bethea and Specia! 
Counsel Day in the prosecution. John P. 
Wilson, John 8S. Miller, and another Chica- 
go attorney were under consideration, but 
the retention of Mr. Miller for the defense 
will preclude his employment by the gov- 
ernment. 

It has been given out that it is the de- 
sire of the Department of Justice that all 
persons who have knowledge of the meth- 
ods of the alleged beef trust shall come 
forward and place such information as they 
may have in the hands of the prosecuting 
officials. 


‘Developments of the Day. | 
The important developments in the beef 
trust war during the day were: 

The employment of special counsel by the packers. 

The statements made to United States Attorney 
Bethea by Frank X. Busch, formerly secretary 
to Louis F. Swift, Second Vice President of Swift 
& Co., in which Btsch declared he knew of 
enough evidence ‘‘ to Jand some people behind 
the bars.’’
